CHANCES IN JAIL'S FAVOR.

Allen's Resolution Goes to Judi-
ciary Committee and Speedy
Action Is Not Expected.

HAVEMEYER TO BE TRIED FIRST.

District-Attorney  Davis Will Take Up
Searles's Case as Soon as a Ver-
dict Is Reached—Many Sena-
tors for Witnesses,

Washington, May 1B.—It Is a race between
the district fail and the Benate for the pos-
sesslon of Hiverton R, Chapman, the contu-
muclous sogar broker. If the Judiclary
Commlittes can get nction on the Allen reso-
Iutions In tlme, Mr, Ohupman will hove to
enswer those objectionable questlons. But
Mr, Chapman would prefer 0 go to jall to
answerlng, / i

Senntor Allen crlled up big resolution or-
dering the broker to be brought before the
bar of the Sennte and nsked that It be acted
upon ot once.. In a moment all of the Sen-
Rtors present showed a high degree of In-
gerest In the matter. After nearly three
hours had Deeu consumed In spirifed do-
bate, on a motion by Benator Hoar, the
resolutlon wis referréd to the Commlittes
on Juodiclary. As nelther that committee
'mor the Benate will be In sesslon untll Mone
day, Chapman will probably read an @e-
oount of the next debate In his cell.

During the discoesian Bonator Tiliman, of
Bouth Caroling, struck the nall on the head
by declaring that #t was not Chapman that
the Benate was after, but the facts of spec-
Blations In sugar.

That being true,
he added, the punlshment should be In-
aieted,

Senntor Panlkner Imterrupted, asking If
Allen wonld consent to let Chapman go
froe If he purged himself of the condempt.
Allen nnswering in the nffirmative, Faulk-
nep cortinued, “Well, I.am not.*

He was dressed In white, embroldered
with gold, #nd & big dinmond shone at the
front of hils cap. He smlled riot offen, even

at pleasantries, angd one felr in his pres

efire—white, serfons nnd full of dignity—
an Impression of the potentates of Asla
making natlons tremble by o bLeat of thelr
eyelids, His attendents helghtened the
Intensity of that Impression, for ‘they
maintalned lu thelr gegtle faces an lmper-
sonal alr of deferent fear, -

They stodd In a lne in) the ball ontslde
the master's apartment, separated from
thent by a heavy eurtain, Graceful, fragile,
In clothes binck, white, hlue, lllac, green,
orange and other colors, all subdued, they
stood in a file as closely huddled as people
may be in a berk in n storm, with bends
bent forward In the attitede of llstening
Intently. A tall constable, with a'ferocious
eye atd a polite bow, watched them.

They were walting for a ‘call from the
master. It came from time to time, In &
tone go faint that a layman near the onr-
taln hardly heard It, but the first attendnnt
In the file bad rushed Into the room before
It had died.

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POLIE AND A
BUCKET SHOP.

Five Prisoners Taken in the
“International Grain and
Stock Company."

A NEW STREET RESORT.

Proprietor Thom, Alias Murphy,
and Two Employes Held
by the Magistrate,

The merry game of “‘hucketing deals'
was In full swing at the offices of the In-
ternationnl Stock and Graln Company, No.
b3 New street, yesterdny afternoon, when
it was rudely Interrupted by the entrance
of Sergeant Wade and Roundsmen Mallon,
Hefferunn and Belden, of Chlef Uonlin's
stafr.

The offlcers had come down into “Hell's
Kitchen," as the district aronnd New street
end Exchange place ls desominated, for
the third tlme within the month, charged
with a speclal comnilsslon from Pollee
Headquarters, to suppress bncket shops.
And In Roundsman Mallon's pocket nestled
a wurrnnt chirging Thom & Co.. of No. 53,
New street, with eondueting en establish-
ment falling within the proscciption.

There wasn't much of o flurry when the
offlcers entered, because there weren't very
iy people In the offices. S8tll a deal or
&0 was made under the eyes of the pluin-
clothes men, and then Sergeant Wnade
gave the algnal for action nod at the same
moment, placed his haod opon the shonlder
of “John C. Thom," the alleged proprietor
of the Internstional Stock and Geraln Coni-
pany.

The other officers rovinded up the cashler,
the telegraph operator and two Individuals
who seemed to be simply “pluying the
game."”

The prisoners were n.gn.l;ned before Mng-
Istrote Kudlich, In the Bentre Street Pollce
Court.  There “John C. Thom'™ aoknowl-
edged that his real name Is Murphy, and
tlint he resldes at No. 101 Lineoln place,
Brookiyn. The other men arrested gave
thelr names and  sddresses ws  Willlnm
Smith, Brooklyn; Henry Slmms, No. 324
West Fortyseventh street, New York;
Charles Cannafelo, No. 388 De Graw streel,
Brooklyn, aud  Patrlek  O'Connor, West
